What Makes a Trojan? 



What makes a Trojan? What places an AHS athlete on a 
plateau by himself and drives him on to excell all others? 
Why is a Trojan always able to keep up with the best of the 
best? 

The first step in becoming a Trojan is TRY-OUTS. This is 
the stage where a chosen few are picked to represent 
Athens High. Many are willing to accept this honor, but 
only a select number meet the rigid qualifications. In keep- 
ing with tradition, AHS will send forth only the best to wear 
our school colors. 

Second of all comes PRACTICE. This is the time when a 
Trojan pays the harsh physical price for representing his 
school.
